Transformation of Chicago’s Mam- 
‘moth Packing-town Nearly Com- 
pleted—Terms of New Inspection 
Law are Being Complied With.

packingtown is nearly completed.

Republicans Point to Real 
Achievements, 


Good Showing Made by Our 
President, 
— 


Promises Have More Than 
Been Fulfilled, 


Writing from Washington, D. C., a 
Special correspondent of the Boston 
Transcript says: 

In the app campaign for 
Congress the Republicans expect to 
make considerable political capital out 
of the administration's record in the 
prosecution of trusts and illegal com- 
binations. The Democrats will set up 
@ loud cry for attacks on the trusts; 
the Republicans will echo it and point 
to actual achievements in that line al- 
ready accomplished and to measures 
under way for additional prosecutions. 
The sum total of the actions of the 
administration certainly es a good 
showing in the direction of breaking up 
trusts and punishing violations of law 
reguiating the great industrial corpo- 
rations. 

The story really ought to start with 
the breaking up of the Great Northern 
securities merger, by which the ad- 
ministration prevented the forming of 
a combination of railroads that would 
have held the entire western half of 
the continent in the grasp of a few 
men, so far as transportation facilities 
and freight rates were concerned. 

Then came the prosecution of the 
beef trust, which, although it ended in 
n flasco for the moment. served to at- 
tract attention to a defect in the law 
which will be remedied so that suc- 
cessful prosecutions can now be com- 
menced. Furthermore, the furor raised 
over the beef-trust cases was directly 
cu na n passage meat- 
inspection law. 

One successful prosecution of k- 
ing companies, in connection th a 
railroad, came to a head in Kansas 
City the other day, when the court in- 
posed a fine of $15,000 each on the pack- 
ing companies and railroad company, 


and fines of $6000 and 94000 with im-

——— to successful finish by the 
administration was in the paper-trust 
case. This was a bill in equity against 
the General Paper Company and some 
two score independent paper manufac-

These grew out of an investigation 
by a Federal grand jury, sitting for 
the Southern District of New York, 
ot the American Tobacco Company 
and the MacAndrews 4 Forbes Com- 
pahy. Witnesses were summoned to 
testify to their knowledge of any facts 
showing that these companies were vi- 
olating the anti-trust laws. The offi- 
cers refused to produce their books and 
were adjudged in contempt of court. 
The Supreme Court required the pro- 
duction of the books and papers. The 
investigation was again taken up, and 
resulted in an indictment, June 18. last, 
against a number of officers of the 
companies for alleged violation of the 
anti-trust laws. The cases wil soon 
come to trial. ce 

DRUG TRUST CAGES. 

The drug trust cases are of interest 
to every one. The government filed 
suit May 9 for an injunction against 
the trust, the principal parties defend- 


of America, the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association and the Nation- 
al Association of Retall Druggists. It 
is charged that they have entered into 
a conspiracy to arbitrarily fix and reg- 
ulate prices by restricting the purchase 
and sale of drugs and proprietary med- 
icines to. those druggists who will ob- 
serve the rules and keep up prices. The 
case is now in court, the government

t. 


The government has completely 
smashed the clevator trust operating 
in the western country. This consisted 
of a combination of some thirty con- 
cerns making passenger elevators. Suit 
was brought May 7. 1906, and the gov- 
ernment case was so complete that the 
trust .pleaded gulity, and has since 
dissolved, - 

In the line of trust prosecution should 
— eited the investigation of the coal- 
carry! railroads of the Eastern 
States. The public is well aware of 
the startling developments of the hear- 
ings thus far. The investigation has 
just commenced, however, and special 
counsel have been retained, who are 
now looking into the facts for a basis 
of criminal ut ion. 

The government has broken up a 
retall grocers’ trust in Nome, Alaska, 
where the combination was "keeping 
up prices on the miners in that remote 
region. It has also proceed against 
beef and lumber trusts in , the 
mere commencement of the sults being 
sufficient to lower prices. 

In Missouri 
against the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis, the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal Company, the 
Wiggins Ferry Company and others in 
which it is sought to free interstate 
traffic from an alleged combination to 
operate the Eads Bridge and the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge. It is alleged that the 
defendants are monopolizing the in- 
terstate transportation across the Mis- 
sissippi River and into St. Louls. The 
government is prosecuting these cases 
vigorously. 

In Florida the government is seek 
ing an injunction against the Jack 
sonville. Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion. Complaint was made by oon 
sumers of an alleged combination to 
keep up prices and the government 
has taken up the case with vigor. 
The fertilizer trust is being prose- 
cuted in Tennessee. A Federal grand 
jury has returned an indictment 
against thirty-one corporations and 
twenty-four individuals. The defend- 
ants controlled the field in nine South- 
ern States for the sale of fertilizer, 
raising the price on an average of 
difficult

Har charge. In Kentucky a commer- 
cial firm was fined $3075 for accepting 
rebates, and an individual was fined 
$1025 for making false report of weight 
of articles of interstate commerce. 

In Milwaukee a brewing company, a 
refrigerator company and seven rall- 
roads were jacked up for res into 
an agreement amounting to * a 
rebate on shipments of beer. case 
is now pending. 

In Chicago a packing company was 
found guilty of entering into a con- 
spiracy to obtain freight traffic at less 
than published rates, and three mem- 
bers of the concern fined in the aggre- 
gate $25,000, which sum has been paid. 
The same packing company and the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad are now 
in court on a similar charge. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad and some individual defend- 
ants were fined $60,000 for giving re- 
bates. Three other railroads are new 
in court on the same charge. 

One of the most important cases_ to 
railroad employés has recently been 
carried to a successful finish by the 
government. This was the case of a 
railroad employé who was hurt while 
trying to couple cars that had auto- 
matic couplers, but which were of dif- 
ferent makes.

Mark Nunnelly Loses Mind as Re- 
sult of Long-Continued Brooding 
Over the Death of His Friend, a 
Policeman—Siayer is Now in Jail | 
in Arizona. 

— 
Mark Nunnelſy, aged 32, formerly“ 
proprietor of a saloon at Winslow, 
Ariz., was committed to the insane 
asylum at Patton yesterday by Judge 
Gibbs, the court examination showing 
that Nunnelly is suffering from acute 
mental derangengent, caused by his 
continued brooding of the murder of 
one of his most intimate friends, a 
policeman at Winslow, who was shot 
to death by one of the rough charac- 
ters of the town. 
Nunnelly felt that his actions had 
caused the shooting and his long-con- 
tinued despondency over the murder 
resulted in his mind giving way to 
such an extent that he became affliet- 
ed with delusions that made him act 
violently toward those about him. 
According to the testimony; Nun- 
nelly, for several years, was a fireman 
in the employ of the Southern Pacific. 
He quit the work and bought a saloon 
at Winslow. One night in October. of 
last year a rough character entered 
the saloon, and threatened to do in- 
jury to the men in the place. Nun- 
nelly left his saloon and summoned 
his friend, the policeman, telling him 
to come to the saloon and try and 
prevent serious trouble between the 
rough and the other patrons of the 
place. 
When the officer arrived at the sa- 
loon, the rough opened fire, killing the 
policeman. The murderer is now in 
prison at Holbrook, awaiting his trial. 
Nunnelly took the matter very mucna 
to heart, telling his friends that, in- 
as much as he had summoned the of- 
ficer to his saloon he was responsible 
for his death. Continued brooding over 
the murder caused 
in health and he was brought to Los 
Angeles recently, suffering from nerv- 
ous prostration. He did not recuper- 
ate here and within the last week has 
had celusions that make it dangerous 
for him to be at large. His friends 
had placed him in a sanatorium, but 


then it was decided to enter a com- 
plaint him.

ANNON, GRAND OLD MAN. . 

Perhaps no higher indorsement 
was ever given to a candidate for Con- 
gress than that accorded to “Uncle 
Joe” Cannon by the convention of the 
Highteenth Illinois Congress District 
on Tuesday, when it placed him in 
nomination for the eighteenth consec- 
utive time, and for the seventeenth 
time by acclamation. Few men in 
public life have been able to secure 
the confidence of their constituents to 
such an unqualified extent as has Mr. 
Cannon. There is no mystery about 
this. Rugged honesty, straightforward- 
ness, force of character and inexhaust- 
ible capacity for public work long ago 
made him one of the most useful and 
influential members of-Congress. As 
Speaker of the House he has achieved 
signal success. Though often 
with great bitterness by his political 
adversaries, he is popular even with 
them, in a social way, and is unan- 
imousiy voted a “good fellow” no less 
than a man of unusual ability and 
force. 

The zealous constituents “Uncle 
Joe,“ in their excess of tration. 
desire to make him the Republican 
nominee for President in 1908. The 
President is reported to have brought 
blushes to his face, two or three days 
ago, by telling him point blank that 
he (Cannon) would be the next Pres- 
ident of the United States, while 
“Uncle Joe” turned the tables on the 
Chief Executive by assuring him that 
he (Roosevelt) would surely be forced 
to accede to the popular demand anJ 
make the race. But this is neither 
here nor there. Mr. Cannon depre- 
serious discussion of the 
Presidential succession at this time, 
on the ground that it is too early, 


* 


Sam Gompers and his followers will 
pyt forth all their power to defeat Mr. 
Cannon for Congress, and of course 
they would make a strenuous effort 
to defeat him if he should be nominat- 
ed for the office of President. Mr. 
Cannon is not an enemy of organized 
labor, per se. He believes that it 


‘}should have a ‘sauare deal,” hut he 


also insists that other interests shall 
be fairly dealt with. His views on 
the so-called labor question are best 
expressed, perhaps, in his own words, 
when he told Gompers and the forty 
or fifty other laborites in the dele- 
gation accompanying him (who had 
gone to Washington to urge the 
passage of certain labor bills“) that 
they were tolerably good people, that 
they had their rights, which deserved 
to be protected, but that they were not 
“the whole shooting-match.” The 
phrase is homely enongh, but it is 
illuminating. It might have been 
coined by Abraham Lincoln, whom 
Uncle Joe” resembles in more ways 
‘than one. 

Because Speaker Cannon told Gom- 
pers and his delegation the plain, 
blunt truth, they have singled him 
out for political slaughter. Because 
he declared, in effect, that other peo- 
ple than labor unionists have rights 
which must be respected, it is pro- 
posed to defeat Mr. Cannon in his own 
district. The effort will, of course, be 
futile. But is will serve to show the 
weakness of Gompers and the injus- 
tice of his cause. Uncle Joe” will 
probably be reélected by the largest 
majority ever given him during his 
more than thirty years’ service in the 
House of Representatives.

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YJIGNES, BALLOT-DEBAUCHER. 

, The evid against Deputy 
Sherif H. C. V dooms him. His 
attempt to buy votes, on the day of 
the primary elections, can be proven 
in any court of law by testimony which 
cannot be controverted. There is no 
apparent loophole by which he can 
escape the just punishment of the law, 
if the law be properly invoked to se- 
cure that result. If he should escape 
the consequences of his offense, it 
would be only through a perversion 
of justice and the defeat of the law's 
intent. 

There is no intention nor desire to 
try this violator of the law in a news- 
paper article, nor to urge that he be 
deprived of any of his guaranteed 
rights as a person accused of a crim- 
inal offense. He is fully entitled to his 
“day in court,” and to be given every 
opportunity to establish his inno- 
eence if he can do so. Even though 
the case against him be conclusive, he 
fs as much entitled to a fair and com- 
plete trial as he would be if the pre- 
sumption of Innocence were as strong 
us is the presumption of guilt. A duty 
rests upon the courts and the public 
prosecutor, however, which might not 
rightfully be evaded, if there were any 
disposition to evade it (and there is 
no reason to suppose that any such 
disposition exists.) The duty is that 
of bringing the offender to a speedy 
trial, to the end that conviction and 
punishment may be secured without 
needless delay. 

The offense of Vignes was committed 
in a most brazen manner, in utter de- 
fiance of law and decency. It is an 
Offense, not merely against the letter 
of the law, but against the spirit of 
our institutions and against the peo- 
ple themselves, in their sovereign en- 
pacity. Such crimes cannot safely be 
allowed to go unscourged of justice. 
They menace the stability and the pu- 
rity of republican government, whether 
they are committed in a local cam- 
paign or in a campaign involving na- 
tional issues. The principle is the 
same in either case. It is the duty 
of every honest man who believes in 
the republican form of government to 
assist, to the extent of his ability. in 
securing the conviction and punish- 
ment of those who seek to debauch the 
purposes and privileges of suffrage. 


Vignes has declared that for twenty 
years or more he has practiced the 
buying of votes. upon occasion. It 18 
difficult to believe that such practices 
Los Angeles, unfunished. It ts easter 
to believe that the man’s declaration 
was simply an idle boast. In any 
event, however, it will be well to make 
an example of him, and no time should 
neediessly be lost in bringing him to 
justice. There should be no malice, 
no personal incentive in this matter, 
and there is none. It is a question of 
principle, and the question involves a 
principle which must be sustained at 
all hazards if free representative gov- 
ernment is to be maintained. 

It is absurd to urge that the issue 
in this particular case was trivial. 
The principle involved is beyond ques- 
tion the most vital and important in 
our form of government: It must not 
be trified with. It must not be lost 
sight of. We must hold the ballot 
sacred, in practice no less than in 
theory, at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances. We must enforce respect 
for it, and in order to do so we néust 
bring prompt end adequate punish- 
ment upon thcse who violate its 
sanctity. 


HE BIRD AND ‘THE WORM. 

When mamma reminded her off- 
spring that the early bird got the 
worm, the little boy said: “But, mam- 
ma, how about the worm? Wouldn't 
it have been better for him to have 
stayed in bed?“ This philosophy of 
young America is commended with all 
due respect to a distinguished citizen 
of the country now making a great 
deal of noise over in Europe. The 
reference is to William Jennings Bry- 
an, the “peerless statesman” of the 
Democratic party with Populistic at- 
tachments. His Presidential boom was 
launched with. great vigor and enthu- 
siasm. But was it not a little too soon? 

From the time the first Democratic 
State conventions began passing res- 
olutions for Mr. Bryan, to the day 
when the voters of the country will 
register their choice for President in 
1908, is a stretch of more than half a 
Presidential period. A man as con- 
servative in his utterances as the late 
Benjamin Harrisop might easily in 
opening his mouth so often put his 
foot in it. When it comes to the fa- 
mous oratorical fountain from the 
banks of the Platte, a perfect geyser 
of words, there are certain to de 
things said which would better have 
been left unsaid. 

In a recent editorial, probably em- 
anating from the pen of the ready 
writer, William J. B., published in 
the Commoner, the statement was 
made that no half-way measures 
against national banks would do. The 
“peerless patriot” is always a man of 
éxtremes, and seems to be more ex- 
treme in his new role of conservative 
than he was when appearing as a rabid 
radical. This editorial in the Common- 
‘er claims that there is but one way 
to deal with the national banks. Root 
them out, rip them up, eradicate them 
root and branch. Now, there are two 
divergent lines of thought that this 
announcement will be likely to raise 
in the minds of the American people. 

First, many will reflect that even 
if we cbhncede that a better scheme 
of finance might be devised than the 
national bank system, as a matter of 
very cold and long-standing fact there 
never has been known any such sys- 
tem of finance in this or any other 
country. It is absolutely the best ever 
worked out among any people. Mr. 
Bryan, either by word of eloquent ora- 
tor or by article of ready penman, 
in clamoring for the eradication of the 
national bank system has absolutely 
nothing to propose to take fs place. 
Bryan never did have anything to 
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BLOCKING THE 


the many multitudinous things that 
he wanted to eradicate. He is a mere 
eradicator. 

The second reflection that will come 
to the minds of a great many people 
in reference to this clamor for the de- 
struction of the national bank system 
is that, were it practical and sound 
economy, it would be an extremely 
hazardous enunciation for a man to 
make who is seeking the Presidency. 
There are 300,000 stockholdefs in na- 
tional banks in the United States. It 
‘is not rash to conjecture that these 
stockholders, in their families and 
among their friends, and people who 
are in favor of national banks gener- 
ally, might easily mass an army of a 
million citizens against Mr. Bryan on 
that one issue alone. The inflyence of 
a million citizens of intelligence, high 
standing and wealth in the country 
certainly would make a formidable 
thing on election day. 7 

This is one example out of many of 
the rash utterances by the Boy Orator 
of the Platte, and by the Boy Editor 
of Lincoln. Prematurely launched 
Presidential booms nearly always wear 
themselves @ut before the fateful day 
comes when the ballots are cast and 
counted. It all depends upon whether 
it is the bird or the worm, in deciding 
if the best policy is to bestir oneself 
betimes or to sleep a little longer and 
take things quietly. 


ILKING THE MARKET. 

The great Standard Oil octopus 
has sprouted another tentacle. This 
latest development of this all-embrac- 
ing trust aims at giving the milk mar- 
ket of New York City a squeeze. Now 
let it be said at the outset, in order to 
avoid misconception and correction, 
that of course John D. Rockefeller has 
nothing to do with the sprouting of 
this newest grip of the great corpora- 


whose management he personally dis- 
claims any connection. We are ready 
to believe that Mr. Rockefeller has not 
suggested, has not dreamed of, has not 
advised, planned, nor had anything, 
near or remote, to do with this milk 
trust in the city of New York. But if 
he were interrogated upon the point 
himself, he is certainly too truthful a 
person to deny that if there are profits 
from the venture some of them will go 
into the Rockefeller coffers. If he 
were again asked if it is likely that 
there will be profits he would probably 
be frank enough to say that the 
schemes of the Standard Oil crowd do 
not often result in bankruptcy. 

This development of the Standard 
Oil octopus is as good as any other f- 
lust ration of the workings of this mer- 
ciless trust. The schemers have got 
together all the milk venders who serve 
the people of the great city with this 
more or less necessary article of food. 
Generally, after such a combination, 
there is sufficient decency on the part 
even of trust promoters to wait twenty- 
four hours after the trust is formed be- 
fore the price of the commodity is put 
up on the public. But this newest tenta- 
cle of the great monster has scarcely 
got into commission when immediately 
the squeeze begins to tighten around 
the body politic. 

The new milk trust announces with 
due satisfaction that the farmers are 
to be paid a quarter of a cent more for 
milk than they have been getting here- 
tofore. Now this is very good of this 
new tentacle, not to squeeze the pro- 
ducers as well as the consumers. It is 
certainly a new way for tentacles to 
operate. They are generally provided 
with a bifurcation which squeezes on 
both sides. 

Well, if the milk trust of New York

‘cent more. This newest tentacle is to 
squeeze out of the public, not only 
enough to recoup itself, but to add 
thereto 75 per cent. net profit. 

The pitiless feature of the proceed- 
ing is seen in the announcement that 
on Murray Hill and along Riversife 
Drive and Morningside Heights, where 
the millionaires have built their castles 
in the air as well as on terra firma, 


for 6, 8 or even 10 cents a quart, there 
will be no advance in the price under 
the policy of this latest-born tentacle 
of the octopus, But down in the tene- 
ment districts where the poor crowd to- 
gether, the full cent a quart additional 
is to be added to the cost of the milk 
ne goes upon the morning mush or 
into the cup of coffee. The trust has 
not made public the analysis of this 
milk that goes to the tenement dis- 
tricts. The question is still to be re- 
solved as to how much “pump juice,” 
costing nothing, is added to the “cow 
extract.“ costing 24% cents a quart, for 
which the poor people of the tenements 
must pay a round 6 cents a quart. The 
cream has been taken off any way to 
be sold at 10 cents. 

Of course no man is blamable for this 
thing. As Tom Lawson of Boston 
says, it is “the system.” Many of the 
Standard Oil people are self-made men. 
The question reverts, is the system a 
self-made system?
